With pressure groups trying to in- 
fluence the President and Congress to 
relax our immigration laws, and sever- 
al bills already introduced before the 
House which would, if passed accomp- 
lish this same end, it behooves all Am- 
ericans to give serious consideration 
to this vital question. 


In view of- our national housing 
shortage, with veterans unable to lo- 
cate suitable living quarters, it would 
be wiser for Congress to inquire into 
the whereabouts and activities of the 
estimated 3,500,000 to 5,000,000 al- 
iens now in this country (under visitors 
visas and otherwise) and take steps 
to repatriate them — rather than con- 
sider legislation which would further 
complicate our housing .problem. 


All immigration should be suspended 
until every American veteran is prop- 


erly housed.

It is impossible to get actual figures | 


on the number of aliens in the United 
States, because the Immigration Ser- 
vice — which lets them in — won’t 
tell. Order 3229 of the Department! 
of Justice, issued May 2, 1939, by then 
Attorney General Frank Murphy (now 
a Supreme Court Justice) prohibits the 
disclosure of such information. Con- 


gress should be asked to get complete 
figures on all aliens here under visitors’ 
visas, and steps should be taken to 
deport all refugees who have over- 
stayed their time limit or have taken

-ESTONIANS CANNOT SPEAK 

A much more complete, and a better 
survey of the fate of Church and Relig- 
ion in Estonia during the Soviet occu- 


“pation could be written by the central 


administration of that Church — the 
Consistory. The Estonian Evangelical- 
Lutheran Church, however, is not in a 
position to speak openly to the world 
today. At the same moment as the 
Russian Red Army was driven out and 
the Soviet regime in Estonia broke 
down (Editor’s Note: Now the Reds 
are again in control!) the country was 
put under a new occupation which pre- 
vents the Estonian people and the Es- 
tonian Church to speak freely and to 
express its wishes. The reigning na- 
tional-socialistic doctrine in Germany, 
rejecting Christian love and equality 
of all men, stands in an intransigent 
opposition to the principles of the 
Christian Faith. It is certainly not an 
accident that all the faculties of the 
Estonian University in Tartu have been 
granted rights to continue their work 
by the German authorities, except the 
faculty of Divinity, which was closed 
down by the Soviet authorities. Only 
those students of that faculty who were 
far advanced in their studies are al- 
lowed to complete them and to grad- 
uate. 

On account of these conditions, the 
authors of this work, living in a neutral 
country, consider it a duty to their 
conscience to inform the Christian 
world of what Church and religion in 
Estonia have had to endure during the 
time of the occupation by the Soviet 
Union. Fuily knowing that this survey 
is not without its faults and not so 
complete as the one the Consistory of 
the Estonian Evangelical-Lutheran 
Church would be able to give on the 
same subject, the authors are entirely 
convinced that everything is strictly 
true, and that it expresses the thoughts 
and sentiments of all the religious per- 
sons of the Estonian Evangelical-Luth- 
eran Church. 





THE FATE OF RELIGION AND 


CHURCH UNDER SOVIET RULE 
IN ESTONIA IN YEARS 1940-41 


An Expose based on authentic informa- 
tion collected by the Consistory of 
the Evangelical-Lutheran Church of 
Estonia and on articles published in 
Soviet papers. 





Very deep anxiety was felt by the 
Evangelicai-Lutheran Church and all 
religious persons in Estonia, when on 
June 16th, 1940, they heard that the 
Russian Soviet Government under the 
threat of military attack forced the 
Estonian Government to consent to 
the military occupation of Estonia by 
the Red Army and to*the formation of 
a new Estonian Government beiter 
suited to the Soviet Government’s 
wishes. Only eight and a half months 
before, on the 29th of September 1939, 
the Soviet Government had concluded 
with the Estonian Government a pact 
of mutual assistance, in which the con- 
tracting parties confirmed the treaties 
previously concluded by them, and 
once more promised to respect one 
another’s independence and Sovereign 
rights as well as to abstain from any 
interference into the other’s toncerns. 
By the previously concluded treaties 
the contracting parties had “renounced 
war as an instrument of national policy 
in their relations with one another’’ and 
engaged theinselves ‘‘to abstain from 
any aggression against one another,”’ 
since ‘there are no reasons of political, 
military, economic, or of any other 
kind which could excuSe or justify ag- 
gression’; they had engaged them- 
selves “in any cases in which differ- 
ences of any kind or origin should arise 
between them to endeavor to settle 
them in the spirit of justice and to have 
recourse exclusively to peaceful means 
for their adjustment, submitting them, 
if necessary, to the procedure of con- 
ciliation’’ (Kellog Pact of the 28th of 
August, 1927, Litvinoff_ Pact of the 
9th of February, 1929, Treaty of Non- 
aggression of the 4th of May, 1932, 
Convention Regarding the Definition 
of Aggression of the 3rd of July, 1933) 

Brutally breaking all these treaties, 
mainly concluded on their own initia- 
tive, the Soviet Government proved 
that it neither respects its own signa- 
ture on any treaty nor recognizes the 
principle of sanctity of treaties, which 
is one of the most essential corne; 
stones and the main foundation of the 
Christian civilization. This on the one 
hand, and universally known facts re- 
garding the persecution of religion and 
Churches in Soviet Russia on the other, 
filled the hearts of pious people in 
Estonia with deep sorrow for the fu- 


ture. 








FALSE HOPE 

However, there were people in Es- 
tonia, too, who cherished the hope that 
religion and Church need not fear any 
special persecutions from Soviet au- 
thorities. The Communist Soviet re- 
gime is now considerably more consol- 
idated and organized, reasoned optim- 
ists, than was the case in the chaotic 
and anarchic years of the Russian Civil 
War. The executive power has grown 
to be more regular and solid. Destruct- 
ive tendencies, directed to the stirring 
up of world revolution, advocated by 
Trotsky, have been replaced by con- 
structive schemes for the reconstruc- 
tion of Russia, as embodied in the five- 
year plans, etc. Many things which 
were smashed to. pieces in the first 
fury of demolition, are now being re- 
stored step by step. Religion and 
Church, too, are no more treated by 
communist. authorities as mortal en- 
emies to be annihilated and extirpated, 
since the so-called Stalin Constitution 
recognizes the existence of the Church, 
separating it from state afld school, and 
guarantees to citizens freedom of con- 
science and the right of performing 
freely the rites of their religious cult. 
It is true that at the same time freedom 
of anti-religious propaganda is. guar- 
anteed to citizens. Recenily Soviet 
Russian courts have even punished anti- 
religious zealots and young commun- 
ists for offending religious feelings of 
Pious citizens, for acts of hooliganism 
committed near churches on occasions 
ot dvine services at Easter and other 
holy days. Considering this it is to be 
hoped, said optimists, that ecclesiastical 
and religious life under Soviet regime 
may continue without any unendurable 
persecutions and difficuities.

REALITIES ARE PERSECUTION 

Realities proved, however, very soon 
how deeply erroneous such reasonings 
and hopes had been. Persistent cam- 
paign against the Christian Church and 
religion began —‘it can be said — from 
the very first day, as soon as the ‘“‘pro- 
Soviet” government was established 
in Estonia on the 21st of June by the 
threat of Russian tanks and bomb 
planes. On the sixth day of their ad- 
ministration the new authorities already 
issued an official statement to the effect 
that they were examining the question 
whether religious education in schools 
is to be continued, and six weeks later 
any form of religious education in the 
schools was discontinued. Series of de- 
crees and orders, obviously directed 
against religion and Church, foltowed 
in a rapid succession, all of them hav- 
ing the same goal, curtailing the rights 
of the Church, putting obstacles in its 
way, and driving it out of the nation’s 








life. Thus the broadcasting of divine 
services was discontinued a few days 
after the entering upon office of the 
new government. In the first days of 
July a decree was issued prohibiting 
Bible camps for first communicants 
and -other gatherings of a religious 
character. The Salvation Army and all- 
Christian youth associations were sup- 
pressed a few days later. A month later, 
the Faculty of Divinity of the Univer- 
sity of Tartu was suppressed, every 
kind of religious education in all schools 
abolished, and morning-prayers and 
all other kinds of religious ceremonies 
in schools prohibited. At the same time 
a systematic and violent anti-religious 
campaign was started in the press. 
“The new socialistic school will sweep 
away religion, a merely bygone means 
for deceiving the people,’ declares the} 
organ of the all powerful communist 
party, the ‘“‘Kommunist,”’ on August II. 

All this, however, was but the be- 
ginning.

undue advantage of our hospitality by 
interfering with our internal affairs. 

In this latter grqup would come such 
persons as have given moral or finan- 
cial support to organizations designed 
to keep out undesirables. A person 
wishing to immigrate to the United 
States could apply to the U. S. Consul 
in his native country and, after a com- 
plete investigation, the consul would 
issue a visa only when the applicant 
met our requirements. 

Under the dodge known as “‘pre- 
examination”, aliens may enter the 
United States under a visitor’s visa, 
then go to a neighboring country — 
such as Canada — and there apply to 
the U. S. Consul for a visa. Through 
this means, many aliens who undoubt- 
edly could never have gotten past our 
consul in their own native land, have 
obtained citizenship in the United 
States. Congress shouid give immedi- 
ate attention to.this practice and bring 
it to an early end. 


The ‘‘seventh proviso” (Sec. 3, Act 
of Feb. 5, 1917)* confers upon the 
Attorney General the discretionary 
authority to admit, regardless of any 
grounds for exclusion, any alien “re- 
turning after a temporary absence to an 
unrelinguished domicile of seven con- 
secutive years in the United States.”
